Only light damage, or no 
damage at all, is this week be- 
ing reported by citrus growers 
whose orchards are on higher 
ground and who had adequate 
firing during the exceptionally 
cold nights of the past three 
weeks, 

One grower, who used one pot 
per tree and a double border 
around his lemon orchard, reports 
that lemons being picked now 
show no frost damage and that 
no tree damage can be seen. In 
his Valencia orchard, where 50 
pots per acre were used there 
is also no apparent frost damage. 

Low Temperature 

Temperature outside these 
groves got down to 23% degrees, 
however, adequate firing held 
the grove temperature to from 
28 to 33 degrees, even during 
the coldest periods. Fruit ther- 
mometers indicated that fruit 
temperature never dropped low-

Production Of Certified Seed In County 
Has Expanded To Wide Variety Of Crops

Much of the credit for the 
general good quality of grain 
produced in Tulare county must 
be given to the Certified Seed 
producers of this area. Starting 
about 1928, Certified or Blue 
Tag seed grain has been pre- 
duced continuously here each 
year by farmers interested in 
improving quality of grain crops. 

The project was first started 
by the California Farm Bureau 
federation, working in coopera- 
tion with the College of Agricul- 
ture of California at Davis. The 
trade name of the seed was Cali- 
fornia. Approved, shortened to 
Calapproved. Several years ago

In most cases if you are 
a careful, thoughful sportsman, 
ranchers don’t mind letting you 
shoot the sod poodles, as they 
usually poison them later in the 
year anyway.

GIRDLED OLIVES Yum Tribane Ads det 
RESULTS IN - ae 
BETTER YIELD : 


By KARL W. OPITZ | 
Assistant Farm Advisor 


Preliminary results indicate 
that girdling olive trees during 
the winter months has resulted 
in increased yields. Information 
is yet too fragmentary to en- 
courage girdling as a general 
practice. Some benefit may be 
anticipated with olive trees 
which have borne heavy crops 
this past season if they are gird- 
led before the middle of Febru- 
ary this year. 

Girdling may be accomplished e 
by ringing the large limbs with 
a grape girdling knife down to 
the wood. Care should be taken 
to select the smoothest and clean- 
est areas of the limbs near the 
trunk so that cutting the bark 
may be facilitated. 

At least one good limb should 
be left ungridled to provide a 
steady flow of nutrients to the 
roots. To be on the safe side 
the wounds should be painted 
with an asphalt emulsion to en- 
courage healing, 

Experiments are now under 
way which should give informa- 
tion on the most favorable dates 
for girdling and how many suc- 
cessive years an olive tree will 
stand being girdled. The process 
may be most useful when done 
in alternate years, beginning 
with a season following a heavy 
crop.
